Fewer Chinese bad 
gone to tho territory, the unsoliled 
condition of the foreign relations of 
theic country being, in his opinion, the 
cause, But we have seen it stated by 








‘our contemporaries in the south and 


other places that a considerable number 
of Chinese had returned from Subah 
owing to, the difliiculties to be encoun- 
tered in clearing the land of the hard. 
wood forests which cover it, Some- 
thing of this soems to have beon kuown 
by the Chairman, as he referred to an 
immigration of Chinese from the Straits, 
of men accustomed to felling similar 
forests, having taken place, ‘The stream. 
of emigration fom Cauton appears to 
have been checked from some cause or 
other, and it was to that source that 
the Direotors chiefly looked for a sup- 
ply of suitable settlers and lnbourers, 
Something was also said by ono of the 
Ceylon newspapers of Sir Walter Med- 
burst baving expressed his disnppoin 
ment with the Inbour of the agricul 
tural Chinese who had acquired lots or 
wero employed in tho territory, ‘bey 
tad been found unsuited to the hard 
field and forest work, preferring Ube 
lighter farming occupations to which 
they hind boon accustomed. Tho artiole 
from the North Borneo Herald, which 
wo republished the other day, whilo 
patting the affvirs of the ter i 
the best light, was sonrcely writ 
the exulting strain which characterized 
previous papers in the sumo sheet. Trade 
had nut beon good during the year, 
owing to causes ‘which were somewhat 
apologotically explained, ‘I'rade there 
in its infunoy, but, still, we looked

for more expansion than has taken 





place. ‘The export of gutta percha had 
declined, and it is not stated that any 
other considerable article had mado 
good the deficiency. ‘True, an offer for 
the birds’-nests of Gomanton exceeding 
by some few thousand dollars the 
amount paid last yonr nd beon received. 
But thongh this will help Ube exchequer 
of the Compauy it will uot compensate 
for tho falling off in the export of au 
artiole, which, by ils being offered in 
the London market in large or consider- 
able quantities, would attract the atlen- 
tion of English capitalists aud immis 
grants to the territory. And it seems 
to us that what is most wanted to help 
the Company forward is, that some. 
thing should be doue, some considers 
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able source of trade developed, which 
would bring the oapability of its p 
sessions under the notice of people in 
Europe. A Chinese. conducted trade 
with China or the Straits may produce 
® rovenue moro or less satisfactory to 
the proprietors, bat people at a distance 
will know little or nothing of it. They 
will come to look on North Borneo as 
they do on the neighbouring settlement 
of Labuan, or the islands in tho ad- 
jacont seas where the Dutch onrry ou 
‘a small and straggling traffic. An 
entorprize like this in North Borneo 
requires to be rushed into public 
notive, go that people who are looking 
for investments, or for occupations likely 
to remunorate them rapidly for their 
outlay and Inbour, may be led to be- 
come planters on its lands, ‘The class 
of men who made the former prosperity 
of Ceylon, men with some capital, and 
who were prepared to load a somerhat 
rough life for yeare, in the hope that 
they would realize something of a for- 
tune while yot comparatively young, 
are not likely to select a country offers 
ing only indefinite advautages. We 
aro inclined to think that a little more 
might have been done to direct the 
atieution of pooplo in Eugland to 
these possessions, ‘The Company bins 
reovived very little notive from the 
Buglish press since the Obarter was 
obtained, and we do not remember 
to have seen that any attempt bas been 
made at home to advertize its Inuds 
and make their capabilities known there. 
Possibly had this been done a consider. 
able number of suitable immigrants 
would have been settled in Sabal by 
this time, Tho want of such people 
will not be compensated for by Chinese 
whether from tho Straits or Canton, 
‘Tho Intter, should they occupy the 
country in largo numbers as planters 
or traders, will rather deter Europeans 
from going to it, A revenue will be 
Acrived from Unem, no doubt, but if 
thos monopolize commerce and planting 
to tho exclusion of Buropenns, a state 
of alfuirs will hago been brought about 
which we are certain was nob contem. 
pluted when the Charter was granted, 
And there does seem some danger 
of the territory virtually becoming 
A Chinese settlement, ‘Cho expecta. 
tions formed of tho North Borneo 
Company will not bo fulfilled, if its 
lands should become crowded with a 
Chiueso population, ‘The inducements 
whioh such a fine country offers should 
ba brought prominently before the 
Jargo number of people in England who 
are looking for something to do with 
thoie money, or with themselves, or 
with both. The discovery of rich 
mineral fields would do more for 
the Company than anything else, 
as that would at once attract capital, 
‘The cffurts iu this direction do not seem 
to have met with much success, but 
they ought lo be energetically per- 
sovered with. Money expended in this 
way if it bears frit at all will pro- 
bably do so very liberally. What has 
been rather oddly called the imperial 














business of the Company, opium and 
spirit farms,secm to provide the greatest 
part of its revenues, but it may be 
doubted whether they are a benefit 
to it, in the present stage of its 
fortunes. They may be said to be 
evidence of some prosperity among the 
sottlers and residents, but their increase 
will not make Sabal appear more fa- 
vourably in the eyes of people at a 
distance, or be an inducement to En. 
ropeans to try the country. Notwith- 
standing that tho results of-tho-Init 
year with which the Chairman dealt in 
hie speeok were in mauy respects disap- 
pointing, neither he nor Mr. Alfred Dont. 
expressed any doubt of the future of 
their company. Nor is there any reason 
that they should despoud. Possibly 
they and people in the East were too 
sauguino if ita achieving rapid success, 
and there has unquestionably been 
roaotion, but we see no reason why it 
should not yet become very prosperous. 
Bat it will ouly answer the intention 
inators, aud fulfil the hopes of 
by the Directors pur- 
suing 0 policy aimed at attracting the

Of these, two are considered good 
for any engagements they may undertake, 
and the remaining nine a3 of second, third, 
and fourth degrees of financial standin, 
Lnst year forty-one banks opened, and in 
4882 there were seventy-six banks estab- 
lished here. The number of banks will 
probably be increased by and by, as was the 
case Inst year.

Now whether our friend was simply 
indalging in a little diplomatic chaff, 
or whether he was houestly referring to 
the fact that much of the myster, 
affected by mombers of the diplomatic 
services Lad actually begun to be dis- 
carded, thore certainly seem to be some 
grounds for bolioving that a change 
hhas como over tho methods of diplomacy 
during the past few years. It is no 
longer considered ofsupreme importance 
that nogotintions which affect the for. 
tunes of whole nations ahould be con- 
ducted in thedark, A return tothe old 























hold virtually in secret would be to-day 
impossible, “Even such delicate and 
dificult transactions as are now iv 
progress betweeu the Chinese Ambas- 
aador in Paris aud the French Ministers 
are by no moans altogether hidden from 
our eyes. Wo aro able to watch them 
through a veil of no very impenetrable 
thickness, and ever aid anon there 
seems to bo a reut iu the fabric through 
which we cnn see what is going on 
oloarly onough, Nor, when we cose to 
think of it, enn there be much practical 
advantage in keeping the public entirely 
uninformed of what is goingon. That 
negotiatious in a delicate and ticklish 
stage may be ruined altogether by pro- 
mature disclosure is of course self- 
evident; but instances are on record 
in which the gravest misanderstandings 
have arisou, the most undeserved 
reproaches have beon passed, and tho 
most unnecessary apprehensions have 
been undergone, simply from the want 
of one renssuring word from the person 
who was able to give it, An instance 
which common-sense triumphed over 
conservatiam took place not very long 
ago in France. The French Cnbinet 
published, in official form, a selection 
of despatches upon the Franco-Chiueso 














difficulty, This selection was of such 
a nature as to throw an improper light 
upon the, nections of the Chinese Go. 
vernment; it amounted, in fact, to an 
ez parte statement, calculated to m 
Tead the public, and was a suppressio veri 
which appeared to the Marquis Tsing to 
involve a sorious suggestiofalsi. Iume- 
dintoly the Marquis published the coun. 
tor-despatchos in the Parisian press, with 
an utter disregard for all proper diplo- 
matio reticence. Ho preferred to break 
the old rales of diplomacy rathur 
than pormit what he considered an un. 
deserved stigma to rest upon his Gov- 
ernment, and thereby gave the European 
public an opportunity of j 
merits of the question which they not 
had before. ‘The Freuch Ministry wero 
couraged, but the Ambassador was por- 
fectly in tho right. What good or 
useful end would have been served by 
permitting a one-sided aud therefore 
false aud mischievous impression to 
provail, whon a little frankness, a sim. 
plo atntoment of facts, was all that was 
necessary to clear the atmosphere ? 
Iu view of the prominent part played 
by public. iw polition! mattors, 
it ig an advantage to all that Ministers 
should take the pnblic into their con- 
fidence to a certain extent. The Chinese 
Governmout has recognised this trath, 
and av itself of both the foreign 
and vernacular press through which 
to nddress the world. It knows how 
to convey impressions and intelligence 
informally, without incurring the re. 
sponsibilities which gro attached to an 
official nttorance ; the public curiosity ia 
gratified, facts are placed before as on 
which we eau base opinions, and a 
certain measure of sympathy is aroused 
for ® country whose rulers are not 
above appealing to the verdict of the 
world at large. Many diplomaticagents 
lave not yet boon converted to this 
» The Inte British Minister at 
Peking would have been horrified at 
such heretical irregularity. We all 
remember the celebrated occasion on 
which he condescended to make a com- 
munication to the public. This took 
the form of an advertisement in the 
Shanghai papers, announcing that a 
Conveution had been concluded at Che- 
foo on such-and-such a day, between 
himself and Li Hung-chang, to such- 
and-such an effect’ We had all known 
about the Convention seeks before, 
and had far more details at our com- 
mand than Sir Thomas put into | 
advertisomont, which was greeted 
with much irreverent and ungrateful 
Inughter on all sides, We are not 
prepared to say how much sharp and 
biting criticism Sir Thomas Wade 
would have been spared if he had only 
abstained fcom playing the Man in au 
Iron Mask. It is possible that we 
often blamed him undesoryedly ; that 
wher: we in Shanghai imagined hi 

to be dallying in the lotus-gardens of 
Chinese lexicography, in reality he was 
fighting our battles in the unsavoury 





















































precincts of the Tsung-li Yamén, un- 
cheered by any reward beyoud that 














which sprang from a comfortable con- 
sciousness of his own virtue. Had he 
been less hostile to newspapers, less 
jealous of that secrecy which has its rise 

the somewhat arrogant assumption 
that a Minister owes no kiuduess to a 
mercantile community, and that public 
opinion and public anxiety, even, count 
for nothing in the affairs of life, it is 
possible that Sir Thomas might have 
gained something appronching popue 
larity among foreign residents in Chin, 
Ina word: while a very considerable 
ainount of resorgo in diplomatic matters 
is an incontrovertible necessily, that 
reserve may be, and frequently is, very 
much exaggerated; and we trust that 
anew system will soon be accepted in 
the various Courts of nations, by which 
such matters as may reasonably be 
divulged to the satisfaction of popular 
anxiety, and the right understanding 
of measures affecting the public weal, 
will no longer be kept secret. 

‘We cannot resist the temptation of 
concluding with an anecdote which, 
tiough it claims a laugh on tho side of 
8 Minister, is oo good to bo omitted, 
Tho scene is Peking; the time, three 
years or 80 ago, when a certain eminent 
Chinese ambnssador had beeu con. 

Rumoura of 
foreign intervention wore rife, and ant 
inquisitive person asked one of the 
Ministers, poiut-blank, whether it was 
trae Unt the Diplomatic Body wns 
going to protest against his execution, 
‘The Minister shook his head. “That,” 
he snid, “ would scarcely come within 
our scope, in my opinion.” A few 
weeks afterwards, it became an open 
secret that the Ministers had protested, 
and successfully. i

gz misled him. “Why,” he exe 
4, “you told me that you did not 
consider sucha step waa within the scope 
of your duties !” “ Well,” was the drily 
Lumorons rejoinder, “no more I do.” 























JUDICIOUS TYRANNY. 
‘Tere can be no question that a prac- 
tical oxperionco of tho exigencies of 
socinl life goes far towards discrediting 
some of the most plausible theories of 
the day. No writer, perbnps, of modern 
timos has the gift of oarrying convie- 
tion to the minds of bis readers in 
a higher degroo than Mr, Herbert 
Spencer. His style is rough, but clenr, 
and his deductions absolutely irrefat- 
able. ‘The chain of his logic is with. 
out n flaw, aud the disciple reads on, 
carried way by the irresistiblo argu. 
ments of his teacher, step by’ step, until 
he is Innded in a sphere where -his 
surroundings traly are strange and 
somewhat startling, but the road to 
which has been ensily and almost 
uncousciously traversed. Nothing, for 
instance, is more fascinating than 
the contention of Mr. Spencer against 
Government interference in schemes 
for the public good, aud Govern- 
mont assistance in matters which 
affect the public welfare, He gives us 
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chapter and verse, figures and fnets, 
for uumberless instances in which a 
Government hus signally failed iu doing 
that in which private enterprise has 
been eminently successful. Where the 
Government wastes time by circumlo- 
cution and red-tapeism, the private 
company is prompt and business-like, 
Whore the Government spends large 
sums of money to no parpose, the 
privato company is sparing and econo- 
micn!, “Where the schemes of Govern- 
mont aro frustrated by dishonest und: 
lings, who seamp their work, send in 
false returns, and got heavily over; 
the private company takes the th 














gin 
hand and does it in person, without 
the wid of incompetent intermedinries 


or the unnecessary expenditure of 
fuiide. Ergo, says Mr. Spencer, let 
the Government conse to ocoupy itself 
with any schemes beyond the protec- 
tion of the people aud the enforco- 
ment of primary laws, If a necessity 
exists for such-and-such a reform, 
the ueceasity itself will bring the reform 
about, ‘The people, tired of tramping 
over stoves and mad, will macadamise 
their ronds, Ashamed of ignorance, 
or alivo to its practical disadvantages, 
they will educato their children, Fear- 
ful of epidemics, they will seo that their 
atrects and louses are kept properly 
clean. Ohjecting to being chented, 
they will conse to deal with dishonest 
shopkeepers. Wanting to travel ox- 
peditivasly, they will build railroads 
and steambonts for themselves, Legis. 
Intion only hampers tho free exercise of 
popular activity. Goverument  provi- 
sion ouly renders the people lazy, by 
giving them what they ought to obtain 
by their own exertions, Let thom 
alone, therefore, and let them shift for 
themselves. Wo seom to be reading a 
chapter of oue of the old do.nothing 
philosophers of the 'aoiet achoul, 

Now the great objection to teaching 
of this sort lies in its too universal 
applioation. Iu the onse of an enor- 
gotic, active, progressive race, it is 
suitable and healthy enough. In a 
sonse, it ray be snid to be ideal teach. 
ing. But iden! tenching presupposes 
ideal scholars; aud hero the system 
breaks down. Preach such a doctrine 

















to tho Chinese, aud they will remain | i 


for over sunk in their natural indolence 
and contentment with what is in itself 
unworthy and imperfect. Not that 
we would advocate the interference of 
such a Governmeut as that of the Man- 
chus with what little enterprise exists 
in China, but that the uatural abilities 
of the Chinese require a strong, en- 
lightened system of administration, 
which shali encourage aud develop 
them, guide them into right channels, 
and keep them from sinking into a 
coudition of decay and rust. On us 
who live here as a cosmopolitas com- 
munity the question of Government 
functions and responsibilities has also a 
most important bearing. We, like the 
Chiuese, lave often been reproached 
with apathy, and the accasation mast 
be admitted to be not without reason, 





Te may bo that each man has an in 
clination to shirk his own responsibi 
ties and throw them upon the executive, 
which in ils turn replies that euch 
matters do not como within the scopo 
of its duties, and that each must 
fend for himself. For some timo 
there has been a mutual repudia- 
tion of this sort going on, and wo 
think it is high time thnt some dis- 

ict understanding should bo come 
to as to what a mau has a right to 
expect the Cou I do for 
and what the Conueil is justified in 
throwing upon the shoulders of indi- 
viduals, It is clear enough to our 
mind that the theories of Mr. Spencer 
and the ‘avists do uot meet the wants 
of the day in Shanghai, There aro 
things which individual members of 
the community are practically unable 
to do, which must uovertheless bo 
doue, and which they look to the Coun. 
cil to do for thom. Some of these 
have been brought prominently before 
the public Intely. Pablio daugers and 
abuses Linve been exposed, aud the 
quostion is, whose daty is it to grapple 
h them? ‘Take, for instanoa,..the 
ignaling rov that Lave been 
mado respecting tho Iaaudry-work of 
Shanghai, It is proved that a large 
proportion of the body-linon of for- 
cignors is washed in fetid cesspools, 
teeming with the fuulest ordure. It 
may also be accepted as proved, by 
practical experieuce, that individnals 
aro virtually helpless to prevent the 
Chinese washormen from porsisting in 
this practice wheu once the linen is in 
their hands. We hold that it is the 
duty of the Council to act in this 
matter, We hold thut, if the Counoil 
exercises ths right aud performs the 
duty of inspecting our markets to see 
that we are uot poisoned by bad food, 
it lns also the right to protect us from 
the skin-poisoning to which wo are 
exposed, aud that it is a duty which 
stands on precisely the eamo footing 
as market-inspection, aud which might 
properly be included in the work of 
the Inspector of Naisnnces, ‘The 
Council, hitherto, bas shirked what we 
couceive to bo ities in 
this 

































fored with a washerman while using 
a cesspool for hise washing-tub, the 
owner of the cosspool would pro- 
secute the Council for trespass, We 
should vastly like to see this done. 
‘The prosecution would form one of the 
most interesting cases that ever came 
before a Inw-court in Shanghai, and 
redouud vastly to the reputation of 
thoso vested interests, of which we have 
heard so much. Auother matter on 
which we consider it withiu the province 
of the Cvuncil to display its collective 
wisdom is that of sanitary inspection. 
In this case we are firm supporters of 
what may be called judicious tyranny, 
and think that every householder onght 
to be compelled to receive the periodi- 
cal visits of a Sanitary Inspector, for 
the protection of both his neighbours 








aud himself. In fact, we can scarcely 
understand any one objecting to this, 
or indeod regarding it otherwise than 
as a blossing. As a Correspondent 
pointed ont to os the other day ina 
most sensible letter, it reqnires an 
expert to discover the weuk points 
in the drainage-system of a house. 
‘There is a little fever hanging about; 
perliaps even a caso of typhoid or 
diphtheria occurs; queer smells are 
-porecived, that it is diffientt posni- 
ble to trace; and the man is naturally 
nxious to find out where the mischief 
lies, Here, again, we hold that wo 
Lave a right to expect the assistance of 
the Council, and that, conversely, the 
Council bas a right to insist’ upon 
investigating people's back promises 
and drains by menus of a properly 
qualified Luspector. It too often Lapp 
in Shanghai that what is everybody 
business is nubody’s business, aud ocon 
sionally, even, that things which oan 
only bo efficiently done by experts are 
left in Lhe hands of amateurs, We hope 
Unt the incoming Council will adopt 


au energetio policy in matters of this, 
cont, ——LudividualFigitio-wiuee eid UO 


the public weal; where such rights aro 
opposed to it, they censo to be rights, 
morally viewed, aud become abuses.

‘TRICOU AND KING KIEN-PHUG, 


Tr is difficult to rend the acoount given 
by tho Correspondent of the Ohina Mail 
of the interview between M. T'ricon aud 
the new mouarch of Auuam without 
feelings of mingled wouder and amuse 
meut, We spoak of bis Mnjesty as a 
monarch, partly from courtesy—his 
dominions Lave not yet been entirely 
wronched from Lim—nnd partly because 
we really do not kuow which of the 
two titles accorded to him, Emporor 
or King, is his rightful duc. ‘There 
seems but little left to him, indeed, 
beyoud the semblance of sovoreignty, 
and certainly the Chinese would never 
allow his claim to be called an Emperor, 
He is further described by the writer 
we have referred to as “holding in hie 
hands the destinies of twenty millious 
of men”; a somewhat cruel joke, if 
intended as a joke at all, and about as 
far from the trath, if intended as a 
serions statement, as anything could 
woll be. ‘Lhe scene, however, in which 
the represeutative of the invading va. 
tion was presented to the King seems 
to have boon both impressive and 
picturesque, The gaudy and barbnrio 
dresses of Uke troops, the palunquins 
of rich and elaborate workmauship, the 











imposing array of elephants decked in 
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their trappings of war, the banners of 
strange device which flonted in the 
breeze, the grotesque and medicoval 
architecture of the palace, aud the pro- 
found silouco which reigned in tho 
Inge Court pending the arrival of the 
King, are almost suggestive of some of 
the most glowing pages of Sir Waller 
Scott. ‘The youth around whom all 
this pngenutry centred was, from his 
Pvsition, tlie tos’ interesting figure of 
the scone. A Ind just turned fifteen 
years of age, tho successor of two 
Kings who, one after the other, had 
met with suddeu nnd mysterious deaths, 
raised to the ‘Throne of his country at 
the very moment when that Throne 
wns tottering, and receiving, as his 
firat public not of royalty, with dis- 
tinguished honours, the messenger 
whose arrival he cau scarcely have re- 
garded otherwise thau as a harbinger of 
national humiliation, prosents a spectacle 
which lins’strong cliims upon oar sym- 
pathy, ‘This young boy, dressed in hi: 
yellow robes of sovereignty, was re- 


anived “g grent shout” as he 
appeared wider the golden dome of 


the reception chamber, and took his 
place above the sumptuously attired 
mandurius and princes who were await 
hia arrival, Bat the ceremony in 
which he figured so imposingly was 
Souroely a very joyous one, After the 
formal introdnotion of the representi- 
tives of the Republic, a private inter- 
view was granted to them in the 
Andience Chamber, in the course of 
which the King snid that he looked 
upon France as a “friendly nation,” 
and only wished “to eee the good re- 
Intious which bad always existed 
between the two countries continue. 
A Treaty,” continued the King, “bad 
beon mado in Hué by M. Harmand 
after the captare of ‘Thuan-an, but 
cortain clauses of this 'I'reaty bore so 
hardly ou the Anuamese nation that ho 
was very desirous to see somo amend. 
mouta made. He counted on the kiud- 
ness of tho President of the Republic 
to consent to some slight modification 
in favour of the people of Annam, 
who were devoted to him.” Not » 
vory king-like utterance, it seems 
to ‘us. Wo published a pretty full 
abstract of this document some 
months ago, as our renders no doubt 
remember, and it does not require any 
great amount of insight to recognise 
the articles which are so distasteful to 
the King. But in this matter Anuam 
is in every sense of the word at the 
mercy of France. ‘The King bogs, as 
favour, that these objectionable clauses 
may be modified. He relies upon the 
“Kindness” of M. Grévy, and assures 
M. Tricou that Lis people are “devoted 
to” the President, This is surely an 
extraordinary expression for a sovereign 
to mnke use of. It is uot often in tho 
world’s history that we find a king 
humbly soliciting favours on bebalf of 
his people from another Power, and 
adding assurances of their loyalty to 
‘the alien who has forced an unwelcome 
Treaty upon their acceptance. It is 





























evident, from all this, that whatever 
Aunam was once, she is no longer an 
independent State, Sho is a vassal of 
France, and her King is M. Grévy’s 
very humble servant, It is instractive to 
notice the altitude of the two big Powers 
towards this miserable country. China 
has suid to her, “ You have uo right to 
uinke a Treaty with Franco or anybody 
elso without our permission. Woe are 
yoursuzerains, we have always protected 
you, aud you are acting an ungrateful 
part in ontoring into relations with 
other people.” But China never slirred 
x finger to help her refractory vassal ; 
she uever protested agaiust Frauce’s 
interference with her rights in Auuai 
she simply scolded and lectured, aft 
tho fashion of an angry aud impotent 
old woman, And now she will have 
the satisfaction of seeing France as- 
sume, in deeds aud uot only in words, the 
very position she las so noisily but so 
emptily cluimed, aud of hearing ® sub. 
ve acknowledgment of his vassnl- 
ship to the President of the French 
Republic from the lips of the Aunamese 
King. ‘The situation remiuds us of that 
of the Kingdom of Judah in centuries 
gone by. King Kien-phue has trusted 
in the Emperor of Chiua very much 
as Hezekiah is said to have trusted 


























in Pharaoh King of Egypt; and 
M. ricou, in the character of the 
Assyrian Rubshakeb, has said to 
him, “Now, behold, thon trustest 


upon the staff of this bruised reed, 
eveu upon China, on which if a man 
lean, it will go into his band and 
pierco it; so is the Emperor of Chinn 
to all that trust on him.” The rivals 
for the sovereiguty of Aunam, however, 
differ in one important particalar. Lhe 
interferences of China in Aunamese 
affairs Lave always been undertaken on 
behalf of the dynasty, and not on 
behalf of the people. The actions of 
France, now that she is virtually in 
post ju of Aunam, will, there is 
every reason to expect, bo such as will 
redound to the eventual welfare of the 
people, with but little regard to the 
dignity or welfare of its King. 











‘THE POLICB QUESTION. 
‘TueRe seoms uo doubt that, rightly 
or wrongly, a very serious feeling of 
dissatisfuction exists among the new 
members of our polico force, ‘The 
tien complain that they were induced 
to come out on salaries of the true 
value of which they were ignoraut, 
that they find the pay totally insufi- 
cient for their needs and inadequate to 
the work they are expected to do, and 
that they have no chance of promotion, 
bat, on the contrary, that strangers are 
to be pat over their Leads. So strongly 
do they feel upon the matter-that they 
80 we are informed, taken legul 

1g their position. All 
this is exceedingly unsatisfuctory, aud 
we hope that the Couucil will take up 
tho question in a liberal and candid 














well, We hope and believe that 
there is no immediate fear of the 
threat of striking, recently said to 
have been made in their uame, be- 
ing carried into execution. -But the 
mero fact that a state of things exists 
which gives colour to the possibility of 
such an event is in itself an indication 
that all is not right. No doubt a great 
deal of misnpprohension on the subject 
exists in (he public mind, and evidence 
of this is to be found in the letter 
addressed to us by a Correspoudent 
siguing himself X.Y.O. Oar coutri- 
bator is wrong in his conjectures, Wo 
are assured on tho best and highest 
authority that every point connected 
with the subject under discussion has 
been submitted by Mr. Holliday to 
his colleagues on tho Watch Com- 
mittee, aud that all the steps that 
have been adopted have bad their 
full concurrence. Still, that does not 
touch the actual puint at issue—tho 
disaffection of our new police. Without 
any counter-representations wo do not 
commit ourselves to recommonding any 
specific policy ; we urge, however, in tho 
strongest manner, that, if the Oouncil 
find they have been misled by the 
eloquence aud sanguine representations 
of the Chairman of the Watch Commit- 
tee, aud have adopted a course which is 
proved untenable, they will frankly and 
cordially ropnir their error, and meot 
the wishes of the men as far as is con- 
sistent with prudential considerations, 
Good men aro justified in oxpecting 
good pay, and it would bo worso than 
foolish to permit chronic dissatisfaction 
among a force upon whose cheerful 
performance of their dutics much of 
our comfort and, indeed, of our safet 
depends. In venturing these remar 
wo have uo wish to stir up strifo 
or encourage anything like insubor- 
dination, On the contrary, we are 
led to beliove that the ouly way to pre- 
vent-vory serious complications will 
be for the Council to tuke the matter 
practically in hand, and ‘to give the 
fullest weight to representations which, 
though perhaps a litte over-coloured 
by vexation, are certainly not of 
nature to warrant their being treated 
with neglect.

CHANG P‘EI-LUN. 
‘Tae appointment of Chang P‘ei-lau to 
a seat in the Tsung-li Yaméu has ocoa- 
sioued no little interest amoug diploma- 
tie circles in Peking. Chang Ta-jda 
first becaine known to fame as a Cen- 
sor, and a Censor who was continually 
making himself extremely disagreeable, 
It was predicted many months ago that 
he would soon receive an important 
appointment somewhere, the general 
feeling being that his absence from the 





The new policomen are high- 
class men, aud worth being treated 


Capital would be a blessing cheaply 
purchased by a governorship in the 
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Provinces. The Government has, how- 
ever, disposed of him differently ; and 
thongh his name is as yet litle known 
to foreigners in general, the possible 
future celebrity of the man, and the 
weight of bis counsels in State affairs, 
justify us, wo think, in referring to 
him with some particolarity at the out- 
sot of his career, He is a young man, 
a little over thirty years of nge, of 
irascible disposition” and somewhat 
boisterous manners, A Correspondent. 
rather funnily describes him as tall in 
atatare, with a round fuce and no beard ; 
mach given to tall tlk, more like a 
subordinate than a high officer, but 
cortainly superior to the ialf-asleep and 
half-awnke old gentlemen who are 
colleagues in the Yumen, From an- 
other source we receive rather fuller 
and more satisfactory _partienlara. 
Chang Prei-lun, wo are informed by 
one who bas had already not a little to 
do with him, is a champion of reform, 
Ho ropresents quile n different type 
from Unnt of any Minister that wo have 
liad to do with yet. Ho is undoubledly 
an able ann, but very much too self- 
confident, and not ready enough to 
apprecinte Lhe fact that the smattering 
of European politios, history, and 
science that ho has been able to gather 
from translated books is insufivient to 
ouable him to meet foreigners on equal 
ground. It would be @ mistake to 
dislike the man, irritating though his 
manners sometimes are ; indeed it would 
bo au advantage if there were more like 
him,ns he is the representative of a party 
who,mean well, although they do start 
from the erroneous standpoint of Chinn’s 
superiority to all the world in morals, 
principle, and rativcination, Now thia 
is altogether a new type of Chinese 
statesman: (he man who wants China 
to progress, but at the sume time to do 
80 independently of all assistance from 
outside, Chang Pi 
gator of the K'ai-pting railway; he is 
the avowed advocate of ull progress 
in o similar direction; but only in so 
far ng it can bo effected without the 
aid or interference of foreigners. We 
do uot quarrel with this view of 
matters, It is no more than natural, 
ou the part of au enlightened Chin 
mau, Whether it can be successfully 
onrried out is another matter, Foreign 
guidance and direction there must be 
at first, unless the Chinese are prepared 
for a succession of ludicrous and dis- 
astrous muddles, Chang is also a keen 
evemy of all those political and ad- 
ministrative abuses which have render- 
ed China a by-word ; too keen, we fear, 
nob to have many enemies, and it is 
very possible that we may hear of his 
being violontly attacked ere long. But 
in the meantime his appointment to the 
* Tsung-li Yaméu is a satisfactory step, 
and although there will no doubt be 
many battles royal between him and 
the British Minister there is far more 
to be hoped from men of his stamp 
than from those tottering old fossils of 
a by-gone generation, unable to walk 
without held up by @ man upon each 
































side, of which the Tsung-li Yaméu has, 
hitherto, very Inrgely consisted.

spectus of another Exhibition at which, 
if the Chinese cannot show much, thoy 
way if their rulers are wise enough to 
send competent persons to study the 
exhibits and report on them, learn a 
grent deal that should be of eminent 
service to the country. 

It ia proposed to hold in the summer 
of this yenr an International Forestry 
Exhibition in Edinburgh.

‘Tho trinl of the detective Minasz Shemu 
for killing Wai Bgno and wounding several 
other Chinese subjects, ou the 15'h Sept. 
Jast, was concluded at the High Criminal 
Court on ‘Thursday, the 24th inst. We 
were unable to get n translation of the 
ct in time for this issue, but we are 
oliicially informed that a sentence of five 
years’ penal servitude has been passed upon 
the xcoused,—against which, however, an 
appeal was lodged the same day. In addition 
tothe punishment dealt out to Minasz, we 
understand that an indemnity of $4,000 has 
beon offered by the Jupaneso Government, 
as compensation to the relatives the of de- 
ceased, the several men wounded in the 
affeay, und the numerous wilness-s wheso 
time since the ocenrrence has been almost 
cotietantly occupied at a various courts. 
The verdict aud the amount of indemnity 














offered have, we believe, to be submitted to 
the Chinese Minister at Tokio, and after- 
wards to the Foreign Office at Peking, 
for approval ; but is scarcely probable that 
they will be seriously objected to,—in fuct, 
the Chinese are ratier to be congratulated 
the satisfactory manner in which so 
jous an affaic is being settled. 
Whether the appeal of Minasz Shemu 
agaiust the verdict of the High Criminal 
Court will be entertained or rejected, we 
cannot say. Certainly no pains have been 
spared by the Japanese authorities to give 
the accused a fair trial. Competent judges 
have been appointed to hear the case, 
the accused has been defended by le 
lawyer; yet, notwithstanding these and 
other favourable circumstances under 
which he has been tried, he has been found 
guilty of assault resulting in death, 
and tho punishment it has been seen 

nflict upon him has been Gxed at 
five years,—a very lenient punishment ; 
whilst the fact that the Government have 
agreed to pay the sum of $4,000 as an in- 
demunity is « sufficient ackuowledgment on 
their part that the whole proceedings were 
illegal, and that the police, from the super- 
intendent downwards, were eutirely in 
the wrong, in takiug the action they did 
in the matter.

We give below somo rather important 
papers that have recently appeared in the 
special edition of the official organ known 
by the above name.

an enormous sum when compared with tho 
price of the ordinary morning issue, but 
moderate enough when one takes into com- 
sideration the boauty of the caligraphy, the 
manual labour of compiling it, and the im- 

jortance of its contents, ‘The two edi 

iffer, in foot more widely than the Zimes 
and the Weekly Times. Memorials appear 
in the written copy at least three weeks 
sooner than in the other, and the Edicts 
are the same in both. The latter, however, 
appear only some two or three days previ- 
ous to the Memorials on which they are 
based, so that the latter are of considerable 
interest when they appear in the manuscript 
edition. 

In the manuscript edition of the Peking 
Gazette issued on the 21st December, a 
Memorial is published from the Censor 
‘Téng Ch‘éng-hsiu praying that an Imperial 
Decreo may be issued condemning certain 
officers to pay over, in aid of the public 
expenditure, the enormous fortunes which 
they have amassed during their respective 
official careers. Reference is made to the 
rule laid down during the reign Oh‘ien 
Lung under which officers guilty of corcup- 
tion ‘were compelled to repair the city wal 
aud river banks at their personal expense, 
any attempt on their part to escape from 
these liabilities being visited with condign 
punishment. Kuangtung has always been 
‘@ busy and a thriving province, and for 
many years past there has been no lack of 
officers guilty of enriching themselves at 
the expense of the people. Public op- 
inion and justice demand that these 
officers be brought to book as a warning to 
others in the future; also that they bo 
made to disgorgo their ill-gotten gains for 
the benefit of the public expenditure. Tho 
following, the Censor continues, are the 
notorious cases that have come to his 
knowledge, viz: those of the late Jui Lin, 
Govornor General ; the Literary Chancellor 
Ho Ting-chien ; Ch‘ung Li aud Chiin Chi, 
Ex Superintendents of Customs ; Pao Shu, 
Literary Chancellor ; Chai Kuo-yén, Rear 
‘Admiral ; Ho Chao-yin, Salt Commissioner;

In a Postscript Memorial published in 
tho manuscript Gazette of the 21st Decem- 
ber, the Censor W'éug Ch‘éng-hsiu states 
that a report is current in Peking in con- 
nection with the failuro of a bauk styled 
the  Fukang,” that Won Yi, President of 
the Board of Punishments and Assistant 
Grand Secretary, hold over ‘ls. 700,000 
in deposit with this bank, ‘The Censor 
submits that although Wén Yi had en- 
joyed His Majesty's moat gracious favour 
ina marked degreo during the twenty and 
more years 0’; his official career in the 
capital and in ‘the provinces, he had 
established a nigh reputation for ability. 
Ou the contrary, it was generally said that 
his talents were of a most mediocre descrip- 
tion, and that he was nothing more nor I 
than a dullard. His plunder has now been 
unearthed, and from its enormous amount 
it is clear that it has been acquired through 
rice and corruption, proving that his 
demerits do uot consist merely tn the pos 
session of mediocre qualifications. The 
Censor cannot believe that it is the int 
tion of the Court that high officers should 
merely atudy their own dignity and 
comfort, and he ‘would suggest that 
Defore, reform can be expected of the 
official classes the seniors must conform 
to law and statute, and the juniors 
Tend hionost and frugal lives. Such an ex- 
ample should hase been set by Wén Yi, 
Who holds the position of Assistant Grand 
Secretary. ‘he Censor fiuds no reason for 
hushing up the scandal that is now current 
rogarding his connection with the Fa- 
kang Bank, and he opines that in the fac 
of the evidence to be found in the books 
of that bank Wén Yu will hardly deny 
that he had deposited over Taels 700,000 
with the proprietor, He therefore prays 
that an ofticer may be specially deputed 
to ascertain the exact amount which Wén 
Yii had lodged in this bank, aud how he 
managed to amass so large a sum, with a 
view to his subsequent denunciation and 
punishment.

Wherever theso boats we 
they found numbers engerly awaiting help, 
and by their agency several thousand people 
have already” been rescued from their 
perilous plight. As tho greater part of 
these people were houseless, aud homeless, 
it became necessary to provide them with
